ers. The Imperial Dictionary defines it: 
Want of faith or belief. espec- 
ially disbelief of the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. or of the divine origin of 
Christianity.” Nutall uses precisely 
the same words. Webster's definition 
is in substance the same: Unbelieving: 
disbelieving the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, and the divine origin and author- 
ity of Christianity. One who dis- 
believes in Christ.” 

There is no one term in our language 
which better expresses the position of 
the skeptical world than this word Infi- 
del. Instead of being ushamed to be 
known us an infidel, I glory in it. The 
word may grate harshly on the cars of 
new-comers into our ranks, and be really 
obnoxious to those clinging to the skirts 
of Christianity: but they who are “ kick- 
ing hell,“ because they hate the infernal 
teaching, und those who are disbeliev- 
ers in original sin, totaldepravity, blood 
sacrifice, vicarious atonement, and all 
the Incidental, damnable dogmas of the 
Church, will manage to bear up under a 
name which those in the faith will be 
‘ashamed of.” 

When invited to attend “divine serv- 
ice,” or vontribute to the support of a 
aystem of religion which has filled the 
world with woe, paralyzed proyress, and 
burned the votaries of knowledge, I al- 
ways proudly proclaim myself an infi- 
del. It all who are really such would

The 
vase of this divine is additionally inter 
esting because he oveupies the chair of 
theology in the Union Theological Semi- 
nary in New Vork. and his utterances on 
certain biblical passages being too ra- 
tional and modern for the present cen- 
tury are liable to disrupt the generally 
accepted construction of them as held by 
the Presbyterian church. Considering 
the present condition of the Presbyter 
ian church concerning its articles of 
faith, the change in and addition to 
which have not yet been acted upon, it 
is undoubtedly an anxious time for that 
body, sod the additional case of Dr.

How well he elaborates this principle 
every attentive reader must nee und upe 
preciate, What particularly attracts our 
attention and admiration ix the respect- 
ful and dispassionate manner in which 
he discusses every phase of his subiect, 
and the absence of that bitterness which 
vharucterizes the average controversial: 
ist: u uwit acknowledgment that every 
aye and race of people did the best they 
knew, and are as much entitled to our 
respect as we will be tothe respect of 
succveding yenerations who may be ex- 
pected to progress far beyond what we 
are now. This alone would be a jewel in 
the crown of any writer ho could udout 
it: but it pales in comparison with the 
clear and forcible illustration of the RE- 
LIGION OF MAN. which means that man 
is both divine and human. and should bo 
master of himself, and enjoy all the good 
there is in life. instead of being the 
slave of imaginary gods. manufactured 
by priesteraft: or “sacrificing earth to 
gain heaven.” Instead of cultivating all 
| his faculties, physical, intellectual, moral 
and spiritual, in accordance with the 
laws of his being, that he may grow up 
into complete manhood. 

If primitive man had felt himself su- 
perior to all ele: teeides himself. be 
would not, like the brute animal. have 
feared the storms, the lightnings, and 
the thunder: yet. as our author says:

imself. This is religion in the abstract 
and is manifested according to the differ- 
ent modes of thought and education: but 
is seldom. if ever. wanting in any race of 
people. 

When lexicographers began to ar 
range our language, they set to each 
word the meaning which usage bad at- 
tached to it. Webster's detinition of the 
word religion is: The recognition of 
God as an object of worship. love and 
obedience. A high sense of moral obli- 
gation and spirit of reverence or wor 
shin which affect the heart of man with 
respect to Deity.” This is the detinition 
generally accepted now, though at one 
time it may have had a different mean- 
ing: and when the religion of man super- 
sedes that of the gods, lexicographers 
| will have to change the dictionary ana 
call religion the aspiration of the mind 
to the highest ideal manhood. 

Supernaturalism, which is regarded as 
| the life of all religions. will also come in 
for a change. Webster defines it as: 
Being beyond. or exceeding, the pow- 
emor laws of nature: miraculous; what 
is above and beyond the established laws 
jot the universe.” This we would call 

supernonsense: and any religion of which 

it is the life. may be suid to live on very 
| great nonsense. No wonder the excel- 

lent authorof ' Christ and Christianity” 
| speaks of “the lamentable schism be- 
| tween religion and common sense.“ 

The luw of nature is the expression uf 
God, and coextensive with the universe. 
There is nothing above, below, or be- 
yond it. Under the religion of man the 
term supernatural will be used as the su- 
perlative degree of natural: then natural 
and supernatural will be understood, 
like fine nnd supertine—different de- 
grees of the same thing: and the super. 
natural in religion will be understood to 
mean the mest natural. 

The mystieism which now goes under 
the head of supernatural, and is said to 
be the vitality of the Catholic and orth- 
odox protestant churvhes, will be su- 
pereeded by the knowledge of cause and 
consequence in nature and relegated to 
the deonsof n fallen mystical Babylon. 
because it cannot be sustained without 
ignorance. fanaticism, fear and supersti- 
tion, which are ita natural allies. 

Torevoneile the empire of the senses 
with the supremacy ofthe soul is a prob- 
lem which hus haffle! the ages, and is 
impossible under any orthodox religion; 
but will be solved by the religion of man. 
Calm reason. and intelligence will take 
the place of emotional ignorance: the ap- 
petites and passions will be under the 
vontrol of the higher faculties: and all 
these in the full Ude of physical and in- 
teNectual enjoyment will furnish the 
true conditions for the unfoldment of 
the soul, which ls the grand object of 
life. Not to aystems, but to the mind 
lol.“ save Mr. Tuttle, “arewe lo turn 
for the understanding of religion. The 
meaning of that worl enn be exalted. 
The true religious code and the moral 
are one. The most mora! man is the 
most religious. Evorything outside of a 
wellordersd life—a life devoted to the 
moet perfect accomplishment of the ob- 
ject of buing, under the name of what- 
ever religion—is a sham.” We most 
heartily endorme thease sentiments. A 
long life of religious experience von- 
vinces us that there is nothing higher or 
better than to do right—to voxerciec 
every organ, cultivate every et and 
enjoy every provision of nature with that 
moderation which Is the keynote of m 
true Ife.

Individualism has alwayp teen, and is 
now, the delair of the chunchs. and 
the power whieh the church claims to 
have from God is the curs: of christen- 
dom and of heatbendom a= well. This 
mads no proof but the facts of history. 
Mr. Tuttle, speaking of Christianity in 
the Roman Empire, says: For a thou- 
sand years it ut un the prostrate form of 
a great civilization, and attempted to 
guide the course of cvanta, What were 
the resulta’ Read the chronicles of the 
dark ayes, With blanched fm: and 
trembling nerves call up the scenes of 
fiendishness, where the representatives 
of this religion, clad with their power 
from Gud, wrought the work of fiends in- 
varnate. The morality of Europe sank 
below that of the Empire even under 
Nero and Caligula. Morality, manly self- 
reliance and nobility of character diaap- 
pears asthe new religion gains ascend- 
ancy.” The same thing is goling on now 
in the insidious operations of the Jesulti- 
val power in the cause of education: and 
woe to the American people if in thelr 
leniency to the foren element they al- 
low the canker-worm to gnaw at the root 
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government is gone! 

What better hope have we from Prot- 
estantism’ Whenever a thinker thinks 
aloud about a dogma, rebuke, censure, 
suspension and expulsion, or excom- 
munication follows; and the only chance 
of progress for the individual is outside 
of all ecclesiastical hierarchies: where in 
the free use of his God-given power he 
ean search in all directions for the truth 
which brings eternal freedom, harmony 
and peace.

Itis as when a conflagra- 
broken out in a great city, and 
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vinity into the mind. Hence the thrill 
that attends it.” 

When “the great God let loose on our 
planet“ Hudson Tuttle. the thinker and 
writer, it proved the truthfulness of Em- 
erson's sublime aphorisms. And when 
He let loose THE PROGRESSIVE THINK-

tongues. what a generalization it was 
and will continue to be. doubling and 
trebliny itsforve as time passes. With 
such books and papers as these which 
steak to the heart, and express the sen- 
timent of the people. encouraging them 
to think and progress, it will not be many 
centuries before every species of super- 
stition will be superseded by THE RE- 
LIGION OF MAN.
